annual net profit of more than 
$300,000.000.

Soviet imports from the 
United States increased 5 0 per 
cent in two years, which probably 
represents the largest proportion­ 
ate increase of our exports to any 
nation in the world.

Germany is first on the 
list of countries selling goods to 
Russia and we are second, fur­ 
nishing 23 per cent of her imports.;

Commerce - Department 
notes an unfavorable balance of 
trade for Russia for the fiscal
